Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As argued by the applicant on the 1 st page of Remarks, dated July 24, 2008, 
prior art does not show, "a third common electrode connected to one of the first 
common electrode and the second common electrode in an opposite position 
where a scan signal is applied to the scan electrode, and extended to the position 
whereto the scan signal is applied" in claim 5, and 

also on the 2 nd page of Remarks, prior art does not show "a third common 
electrode for connecting the first common electrode and the second common 
electrode" in claim 6, in combination with other limitations of claims 5 and 6. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
